Leading Part 


NRIQUE Castro Delgado ig a 

Spaniard who joined the 
Spanish Communist Party in 
1925, when he was 18. A mem- 
ber of the central commiltee, 
he played a leading part in the 
Spanish civik war and, after 
Franco's victory, was welcomed 
im Moscow where. he became 
one of the Spanish representa- 
tives In the Comintern. His 
book, “I Lost My Faith In 
Moscow,” is of special value for 
its pieture of the Soviet Union 
during the war and its graphic 
description of the Comintern. 

In the Comintern he worked 
under the tutelage of Dimitrov 
and Manullsky, Here, $n- 1940, 
were assombled the  forcign 
Communists—Thorez and Marty, 
Pieok and Ulbricht, Gottwald, 
Kuusinen, the Finn, Diaz, the’ 
general seeretany-of the Spanish 
Communist Party and Dolores 
Ibarruri. They were of little 
uecount and vied with one an- 
other in avaiding any commit- 
ment until Manuilsky had given 
the Sovio: Nne. The Comintern, 
in fact, was only a section of 
the Soviet Commissariat for 
Forcign Affairs, 

Té Castro Delgado disillusion- 
ment came as quickly as_ to 
Ciliga. Soon after ‘hts arrival 
his rooms were searched, and 
quarrels between the Spanish 
Communists were unceasing. 

e all, he found no 
socialism, no liberty, and no 
domecragy, but ~nly a dictator- 
ship “under which millions of 
men were the slaves of a cas'e," 
One fact obsessed ‘his mind: “The 
USSR was an immense concen- 
tration camp with Lramways and 
an_underground_ railway. 


One Conclusion : 


E became miserable, He had 

seen with his own eyes the 
Soviet paradise and its working 
class and had came to one con- 
clusion: “If the conditions of 
life and work were transplan- 
ted to other countries, there 
would be profound and terrible 
social comvulsions." He algo re- 
veats that, though Stalin official - 


.[ly announced the dissolution of 


the Comintern, it continued to 
work with little or no change. 

He was not alone in his dis- 
illusionment. In March 1942, 
Diaz, the general secretary of 
the Spanish Communist—Farty, 
was found dead. below the 
window of his apartment in’ 
Tiflis, 

Unable to conceal his disgust, 
Castro Delgado was expelle 
from the Comintern. He saw the 
end of the war In Moscow and 
watched with surprise old and 
young giving thanks, not to 
Stalin, but to God. Then, ‘thanks 
partly to Dimitrov, the only 
Slav Communist of whom ho, 
has,a good word to say, he was 
allowed to leave the country.
